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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman and Members of School Board: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my tenth 
annual report of the Thornton schools. 


The schools opened in September with Mildred 
Hazeltine teacher at the Center, Gladys S. Moore at 
West Thornton, Mary A. Long at Mad River, and a 
Cadet teacher at Lyford. The total registration at 
the opening of the schools was 59. 


Last June the following pupils completed the work 
of the eighth grade and all but three entered high 
school in the fall: viz., Stanley Adams, Esther M. 
Avery, Archie Brown, Merlin 8. Brown, Edgar E. Fow- 
ler, Flora E. Fowler, ~Philip C. Grey, Franklin H. 
Haynes, Lester C. Haynes, Katherine A. Horner, Eliza- 
beth Jordan, Edward J. Kimball, Martha A. Kimball, 
Bertha H. Lake, Hazel W. Lake and Alice Merrill. 


Four transportation routes are maintained: viz., 
from the east side to West Thornton, Mill Brook to 
the Center, Waterville Road to Mad River and from 
the Gore to Woodstock. 


The required health examination was made by 
Addie Bilodeau, R. N., of Lincoln. Defective teeth 
were very prominent in her report with quite a few 
cases of adenoids and tonsils. 


A metal ceiling was put into the West Thornton 
school house. Some of the school buildings are in 
need of paint. Single desks are needed at the Center 
and Mad River. The old double desks in those build- 
ings are in bad condition. Plans should be made to 
change the desks in one of those buildings this year. 


The school registers showed the following six pu- 
pils with a perfect record for the year: viz., Edgar E. 
Fowler, Flora E. Fowler, Myrtle Haynes, Robert 
Haynes, Philip Grey and John D. Merrill. There were 
also recorded five visits by the school board members, 
146 by citizens and 124 by the superintendent of 
schools. 
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During the fall term 1928, all of the schools were 
visited by Commissioner Butterfield. 


The total number of pupils registered was 75 and 
the percent of attendance for the year was 90.28 All 
of the schools were maintained for full thirty-six 
weeks. This is a gain over previous years by one 
full week. 


The school census reported 47 boys and 39 girls 
in town between the ages of 6 and 16. There is one 
pupil not in school between the age of eight and four- 
teen. He is excused from attending by the school 
board on account of mental condition. 


In some of the schools there are too many irregu- 
lar absences due to various minor ailments. May we 
not have the co-operation of the parents to see if 
we cannot establish better health habits in our chil- 
dren so that there may be less and less of the little 
ailments which prevent regular attendance at school. 
Good health habits are made a part of the hygienic 
work of the schools but we need the parent’s aid to 
see that the good health rule started in school is prac- 
ticed until it becomes a habit. I am sure that we may 
count on your co-operation in so far as you are able 
to give it.
